Meeting in regular monthly 
session, the Crawford-AuSable 
School Board Monday night 
thanimously passed a 
resolution of voter registration 
for an April 28 bond proposal for 
construction of a new middle 
school in the district. 

The final resolution climaxed 
a lengthy study by the Board 
and met little opposition Mon- 
day from opponents to the 
reconstruction plan. 

Thus voters will decide in a 
special election April 28 if bonds 
for $3.55 million should be sold 
to build the middle school ad- 
dition at the high school. 

If approved, construction 
could begin as early as this fall. 

The proposition presented to 
the voters will be for the pur- 
pose of erecting, furnishing and 
equipping middle school 
facilities as additions to the 
existing high school building 
and high school gymnasium; 
remodeling the existing middle 
school gymnasium and bus 
garage as necessary for con- 
tinued use; constructing and 
equipping additional _ play- 
ground facilities; and develop- 
ing and improving sites. 

The plan also calls for demoli- 
tion of the current middle 
schoo} building, which has ser- 
ved the community since 1916.

Local Schools 
Complete Testing 


The Crawford AuSable 
Schools have recently com- 
pleted testing fourth, seventh 
and tenth grade students in 
minimal Math and Reading 
State Objectives.

Following a February 26 
hearing before Edward Wiest in 
Lansing, the Grayling House 
was orderd to transfer its licen- 
se to a ‘‘person or persons”’ ac- 
ceptable to the Liquor Control 
Commission within 90 days.

complete CPR Course 


“Al present Dial-A-luue dri- 
ver-dispatchers have now com- 
pleted a six hour course in car- 
dio-pulmonary — resusitation”’, 
stated Chet Johnston, Manager 
of Crawford County Public 
Transit. This training is in addi- 
tion to Standard First Aid, an 
eight week course which some 
employees are in the process of 
completing. 

Johnston said that while the 
CPR course is not State- 
reauired, it was felt that with 
the public awareness of the 
value of CPR in emergency life- 
saving situations, it seemed 
logical that CCPT drivers 
receive this necessary extra 
training, “Likewisc, we could 
have met the State required 
cight hour First Aid course, but 
went with the longer eight week 
Standard course. After allt, a 
great deal of our driving is in 
relatively remote areas where 
regular medical assistance 
may not be immediately avail- 
able,’’ Johnston added, 

Johnston stressed, however, 
that CPR, like Emergency First 
Aid, is only temporary cmer- 
gency treatment until proper 
medical attention ean be ob- 
tained. “It is not meat to be a 
substitute for  fully-qualified 
medical attention under any 
circumstances." 

Simply stated, cardio- 
pulmonary resusitation is an at- 
lempt to re-establish a 
relatively stable heart or lung 
pattern of operation without 
benefit of medicine or medical 
attention. 

“if it appears that the use of 
CPR attention might be 
required on one of our buses, 
our drivers have been instruct- 
ed to immediately radio for 
assistance and then apply what 
appears to be necessary until 
professional help or special in- 
structions arrive,’ he empha- 
sized.

As the state’s economy continues to 
decline, the Legislature continues to look 
for ways to make revenues and expen- 
ditures balance. 

With an apparent unwillingness to 
raise revenues with an increase in 
taxation, the expenditure side of the 
ledger is the most attractive. 

The most recent means is a possible 
rollback or elimination of a 9 percent pay 
raise negotiated for civil service em- 
ployees. The raise is set to take effect on 
October 1, the beginning of the state’s 
next fiscal year. 

The Senate will soon take a vote on a 
resolution, offered by Appropriations 
Committee Vice-Chairman Bill Huffman 
(D-Madison Heights}, which would cut 
the pay raise in half. 

Adoption of the resolution by the 
required two-thirds vote in both’ the 
Senate and House would mean a general 
fund savings of approximately $42.5 
million. 

Meanwhile, Governor William G. Mill- 
iken said he will oppose any effort to 
rollback the proposed pay increase. 

‘‘T made my position clear in the bud- 
get message in which I recommended full 
funding of all pay increases, including 
those negotiated with state employee 
unions,’”’ he said in a letter to employee 
unions, 

Milliken said he was proud of state 
workers who voluntarily reduced their 
pay or took unpaid leave time to help the 
state through the fiscal crisis. 

“T recognize the employee willingness 
to help out in a time of crisis is based, in

part, upon their labor agreements and ex- 
pected wage increases. 1 remain commit- 
ted to earlier wage agreements,” the 
governor said. 

Huffman said voting for the 
resolution should not be a difficult vote 
but a necessary one, 

Suggesting the membership of the 
Legislature doesn't know the seriousness 
of the state’s budget problems, Huffman 
said adoption of the resolution could save 
as many as 3,000 state jobs in the near 
future. 

Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust of Westland agreed that it didn’t 
make much sense to raise civil service pay 
and then be forced to make layoffs to 
balance the budget. 

Faust expressed interest in action 
taken at Michigan State University 
where the board of trustees declared a 
state of financial emergency thus 
allowing for the layoff of tenured faculty. 

Faust questioned whether the state 
couldn’t take a similar action allowing 
layoffs to reach the older, higher paid em- 
ployees rather than only bumping the 
younger employees of the state payroll. 

Senator James DeSana (D- 
Wyandotte) said it would be easier for 
him to vote for the resolution if the Legis- 
lature could also vote to reject the 14 per- 
cent legislative pay increase slated to go 
into effect January 1, 1982. 

‘We need to be consistent,” he said, 

A resolution was offered to reject the 
legislative pay increase but it was 
referred to committee and is expected to 
remain there.

Children

Many people claim that child- 
ren just don’t read anymore. 
Well, consider these statistics 
gathered by the International 
Reading Association. 

"1. Out of the top 200 maga- 
zines in circulation 13 of them 
are for young people. These 
magazines reach at least 12 
million children. 

2. There are about 40,000 dif- 
ferent children's books now in 
print in the United States. 

3. One popular children’s 
author, Beverly Cleary, has 
over one million books now in 
print. 

4. Sales of children’s paper- 
backs jumped 45.7% in the 
United States from 1977 to 1978. 

What could be causing this to 
happen? There are probably 
several things working together 
to make it happen. The first is 
that parents and schools have 
become extremely aware, in 
recent years, of the need to get 
kids interested in reading. 
Wherever parents and schools 
have worked together on this, 
results have often been 
dramatic. 

Second, publishers have tried 
very hard to develop new 
stories and formats that appeal 
to children. In fact, as a 
teacher, I haye had difficulty 
putting some of these books 
down once I started them. 

Third, there are books and 
magazines available that ap- 
peal to a wide variety of in- 
terests. Almost any child can 
find something that they want 
to read about or learn more 
about. 

Whatever the reasons may 
be, it’s an important trend and 
as educators and parents we 
need to do everything we can to 
keep it happening. There is a lot 
of truth to the saying that if 
children are to grow up 
thinking, then reading is funda- 
mental.

Sibs for Kids may be the most 
recent victim of funding cuts. 
Bob Harrington, Director, 
reported today that expected 
funding has not materialized to 
datc and paid positions within 
the organization could expire 
very soon. This has been pre- 
cipitated by cutbacks in CETA 
funding and failure of expected 
financial support to 
materialize. 

Sibs for Kids is a local non- 
profit corporation dedicated to 
serving kids from single parent 
families. The program utilizes 
adult volunteers from the 
community who spend a couple 
of hours a week with their little 
sibs. The main emphasis is on 
involving the little sib in leisure 
time activities which he or she 
wouldn’t normally have the op- 
portunity to experience in the 
process of this involvement, the 
little sib has an adult of the 
same sex to relate to and model 
him/herself after. 

Little Sibs are not a whole lot 
different than their counter- 
parts except that they do not 
have both parents to model 
themselves after. They are not 
juvenile delinquents, just kids 
wanting to be shown how to 
become mature, responsible, 
well rounded citizels 

The responsibility of the 
Director of Sibs for Kids-is to 
recruit and propose matches to 
the match committee, work 
toward explaining the program 
to the community, and fund 
raising, 

Members of the Board of 
Directors are, Rod Denley- 
Chairman, Bob Bovee- 
Treasurer, Jeanie Sloan and 
Dave Jansen-Match Commit- 
tee, and George Pamerleau, 
Debra Larsen, Pete Stephan, 
Dick Trudeau and Jan Reynolds 
Members at Large. There are 
currently several positions open 
on the Board of Directors {or in- 
terested persons in the Com- 
munity. 

Since employing the current 
Director in December 1979, Sibs 
for Kids has served 42 children 
in the community and is sttll 
growing. 

Bob Harrington stated that 
public acceptance of the pro- 
gram thus far has been great 
but financial support is now 
needed. It is essential that the 
program have a professional 
Director/Caseworker to main- 
tain the high degree of integrity 
and approval attained this far. 

Harrington is continuing to 
seek financial — assistance 
through grants, local churches, 
clubs & service organizations. A 
total of approximately $10,500 is 
needed for the remainder of this 
year.
